Mansfield 
cautious 
on aid 
to Israel

The Senate's majority leader Mike 
Mansfield says that Congress "will 
take a harder look” at appropriations 
for Israel. 

-Asserting in an interview that this 
was the view he was hearing from his 
colleagues on the Hill — as well as 
representing his own approach to- 
ward foreign aid generally and to- 
ward aid for Southeast Asia and 
Israel to particular — the Senator 
said: 

"As far as I am concerned, I don’t 
want to become involved to the 
Mideast any more than I want to 
.become involved in Vietnam because 
one Vietnam is one 'Vietnam too 
many.” 

Senator Mansfield emphasised that 
he and other members of Congress* 
would 'be taktog this "harder look” at 
all foreign-aid appropriations "from 
now on out — Including Israa.” 

Pre-emptive war opposed 
Asked, "If Israel should launch a 
pre-emptive war. would there be 
support for Israel by this Congress, 
financially?” Mr. Mansfield said: 
"No, I doi’t think the Congress would 
approve a pre-emptive war on the 
part of any country. Including Israel 
and the Arab natUms. 

"Because,” he added, " this Con- 
gress is becoming more peace- 
minded, becoming more practical, 
and becoming more aware at the 
tinder boxes wbidi are located here 
and there throughout the world. And 
they do not want to see them ignited 
and blown up.” 

The Senator said he was a strong 
supporter of the thesis espoused so 
vocally by former Sen. J. W. Ful- 
blight - that foreign aid leads to 
foreign entanglemoits. 

He said that this feeling about 
foreign aid and where It can lead In 
terms of U.S. Involvement abroad 
was very much a part of the growing 
reluctance to Congress to provide 
such assistance — to both Southeast 
Asia and IsraeL 

Aid reservations general 
'1 would assume,” he said of aid to 
Israel, "that aid win be forthcoming, 
perhaps in a dilated amount and 
maybe with some restrletlODS at* 
tached thereto. But as far as I am 
ctmeerned, when I speak about aid I 
am against it on a warldwide basis. 
And it would not be my intentfop tc> 
vote tor foreign aid unless it was 
duuiged considerably.”

Arias: Spain holds firm 
to plan to liberalize

Energy waste can be eliminsted In all tj^es of buildings within 15 years,' 
according to a novel proposal by ttre American Institute of Architocts. 

A report reTeased by the Institute calls for the creation of a new-type 
utility company to buy and install solar heating units, windmills, and 
other d e vices capable of turning natural energy sources to human needs 
and purposes. 

All types of structunn, Including office buildings and family dwellings, 
would be converted to become more economic users of heat, cool air, 
and electricity, Leo Daly of the institute told a news conference. 

The conversion would be without cost to the building or homeowner. 

Instead his utility bills would drop an estimated lO^percent because 
mu^ of hla energy would be naturally gen€»rated. “ ' 

The equipment would stay in the building even though owners or ten- 
ants might move. 

So much electricity, natural gas, and healing oil would be saved that ; 
utility profits would be higher than they are now, Mr. Daly said.

“1 do not believe Id aid to govern- 


ments because too much of It stays at 
the top, too much of It is corrupted, 
axul too little gets down to the people 
who are in need. 

“And 1 think that $140 billion In 
toreign aid since 1946 Is too much' and 
the matter should be gone into again 
thoroughly, completely, and If there is 
to be a foreign aid program It ought to 
be on the old Point 4 basis of peoide to 
people." 

Asked if he thou^t all parties In the 
Mideast would have to show a willing- 
ness to be conciliatory to be In a 
position to receive aid at this 'time. 
Mr. Mansfield said; “I would assume 
that that would be one of the quid pro 
quos."

And a 
Nielson survey showed that 67 percent 
of the people who receive mail-order 
catalogs make purchases. 

Luxury available, too 

Not all of these catalogs are fbr the 
economy minded, however. There are 
the well-known luxurious publicatkais 
from such stores as Neinum-Marcus, 
and the elegant Horctaow Collection.

Catalog buying from reputable con- 
cerns is a noriiskj transaction; aatis- 
faeti<»i Is guaranteed or mcney U 
refunded. It saves pnergy, too — you: 
own '--as weU as \tfaat needed for 
trahsp<n^tion. In the comfort of her 
own home the cust^er can pcmder 
and at . 1:^. leisure make purchases 
without a salesi^rsoQ, without pazic- 
ing problems; or elbowing crowds.

Bonds in the Big Apple

For outfielder Bobby Bcmds, 
spring training 1975 with die New 
York Yankees Is an escape from 
all the problems he left behind 
with the San Francisco Giants. 

Mostly they were problems that 
had to do with labels that had 
been pasted on Urn -- either 
justly or unjustly. But they ran 
the gamut from "hard to handle" 
to "doesn’t always run out ground 
balls" to "likes to see the sun 
come up." 

Yet nobody has ever said that 
•Bobby Bonds isn't an awesone 
talent, only that he has neve» 
played to more than 80 percent of 
his potential. "If Bonds ever finds 
peace within himself," according 
to Oakland’s Regg;le Jacks<m, 
"the team that owns him may 
suddenly discover it has the best 
player in baseball." 


Last year, for Bobby, was a 
poor one. All he did at San 
Francisco was hit 21 homers and 
drive in 71 runs with a .256 batting 
average. And most of the time 
Bonds hit in the leadoff positiwi. 
Most rival managers regard this 
as a misuse of power, even fiiough 
he set a mkjor league record in 
1973 by hitting U leadoff home 
runs. 

With the Yankees. Bobby will 
bat either third or fourth and will 
not be asked to cut down <m his 
swing, which resulted in so many 
strikeouts with the Giants. 

"I know I could hit .800 every 
year by punching the ball 
around." Bonds said. "But that's 
not my style, that’s for guys who 
don't have my kind of power. I've 
always been paid to hit home runa 
and bring people in off the bases. 


Even udth two strikes on me, 
I’ve never been a guy who would 
choke up and just meet the ball." 
he continued. "As long as I've got 
one swing left, I can still hit the 
ball out of the park. But I've 
never been a guess bitter, either. 
1 just try to hit what I see." 

Bonds has remarkable speed. 
Back in *78, when he led the 
Natlcmal League In total bases, he 
just missed (by (sie bcane run) 
becoming the first player in his- 
tory to hit 40 home runs and steal 
40 or more bases in the same 
season. And he once had a streak 


going with the Giants, he says, 
when he stole 48 bases in 54 
attempts. 


By being placed somewhere In 
the middle of the Yankees’ bat- 
ting lineup, Bobby obviously is 
not going to have as many 
chances to steal as he did In San 
Francisco. 

'll can live with that," he said, 
"just so ksig as the Yaxikees let 
me run the situation is 

there. I'll take signs If they want 
me to, but I’d rather run (si my 
own. I’m a good judge of pitchers 
and when to move <si them. I 
think I’ve proved that. And if the 
Yankees let me run, I sdU might 
be able to steal 25 bases. ' ’ 

The American League might 
not know it yet, but New York also 
got Its^ a man with terrific 
defensive skills in Bonds. Bobby 
not only has speed and a powerful 
arm, but also great insllnets for 
the ball and where to throw it 

‘ T’ve never tried to play a game 
in a pazit that was foreign to me 
without first walking my posttlon 
in the outfield," Bonds e)q>lalned. 
"I want to see for myself what 
condltioas are — the passible 
shadows, the Izr^ularfties in the 
ground and the way the ball 
comes off the grass. 


"I don’t play every hitter the 
same way, either,” he continued. 
"When I was in the Natlanal 
League, I never played WUlie 
Stargell as deep as most right 
fielders, it didn't make sense, 
because if ^^Ule hit the ban over 
your head it probably was going 
out of the park anyway." 

How unhappy was Bobby in San 
Francisco? 

‘I'd rather not go into specif- 
ics," he replied. “But I will say 
this: when I first came up the 
Giants were contenders and it 
was fun. We played to a lot of 
people. 

"But laat year it waa depress- 
ing on days when we had only 700 
or 1,000 people in Candlestick 
Park. I don’t mean I didn't play 
hard. I did. Even if there is only 
one person in the stands, 1 fleel I 
owe him the best performance 1 
can give. 

"But it's easier with a con- 
tender and tola year the Yankees 
are contenders."

listed the four as Mario Moya Pa* 
lencia. Secretary of the Interior; Jose 
Lopez Portilla, Secretary of Treasury 
and Finance: P^'flrlo Munoz Ledo, 
Secretary of Labor, and Hugo Cer* 


vantes del Rio, Secretary of the 
Presidency. 

Winner of next year’s election will 
take office on Dec. 1, 1976, when the 
current six-year-term of President 
Echeverria comes to a close. 

As the ‘preferred" candidate of the 
2,730 persons interviewed, Mr. Moya 
Paiencia led with 41.4 percent of the 
vote. AU of Mexico's recent presi- 
dents have been selected from the 
position he now holcte. 

Mr. Lopez PortUlo received 23.2 
percent of the vote, Mr. Munoz Ledo 
had 20.6 percent, and Mr Cervantes 
de! Rio 14.8 percent 

As the most ’'viable” candidate of 
the four, Mr. Lopez Portillo led with

Britain and Sri Lanka edge apart

A mounting crisis over control of 
tea plantations threatens to disrupt 
175 years of good relations between 
Great Britain and its onetime "model 
colony,” Sri Lanka (formerly Cey- 
lon). 

Even as a republic, independent 
since 1948, Sri Lanka has retained its 
ties to the Commonwealth, English as 
its official language, the British 
model for its political institutions, and 
numerous related customs as p^ of 
its cultural blend. 

But today, economic pressure Is 
producing a critical change in Anglo- 
Sri Lanka relations. As their eco- 
nomic position keeps on deteriorat- 
ing. the Sri Lankans find themselves 
looking at Britain in a different light. 

The bone of contention is tea. Tea is 
the principal Ceylonese foreign cur- 
rency earner — yet it is almost 
exclusively in the hands of the British. 

From the. estates in the highlands, 
through to the agency houses in 
Colombo and in the banks, insurance 
and shipping companies, Sri 
see a British stranglehold on their 
principal crop and thus on their £al-. 
tering economy. 

Sri Lanka is reeling under a set of 
economic stalemates that have baf- 


fled successive governments, result- 
ing in widespread'unemployment and 
now a food shortage. The crux of the 
problem is the manipulation of the 
price of tea, the resulting fall In 
export earnings, and the dislocaticm 
. of the rupee rate. 'This has led to 
large-scale foreign borrowings, de- 
valuations, and severe import restric- 
tions. 

Caught as they are in a vicious 
circle, the Sri Lankans so far have 
failed to arrest their economic tail- 
spin. 

But an izhportant step was taken 
shortly after the abortive April, i97l, 
insurrection, which shook Sri Lanka 
for 60 d^s. The uprising had Its roots 
in tile plight of landless farmers. 
Subsequently, within a matter of 
months. Prime Minister Slrimavo 
'Bandaranaike spelled out a far-reach- 
ing land-reform policy for the coun- 
try. 

At the outset, this policy will not 
affect the 290,000 acres of Britiah- 
owned tea and rubber plantations. 
But further legislation is in the works 
aimed at bringing the sterling estates 
within bounds of Sri T.nnka ccsitrdl. 

For a start, sterling companies are 
required to r^;lster themselves In 
Cedombo. Laws are expected in the 
not too distant future that will permit 
the government to purchase 51 per- 
cent of the shares In these companies. 
Meanwhile, it is a foregone conclusion 


that an investigating committee wlR 
recommend state control of the 
agency houses (commodity brokers). 

The interval between recommenda- 
tlon and implemcntatton of these 
steps could be long and tedious. On 
the other hand, they ooiild telescope 
into a rapid sweeping reform if 
sufficient poUttcal rationale develops.

What

reform?

The U.S. Congress 
passed a new campaign- 
finance law last year to 
help prevent future Water- 
gate scandals, but there’s 
no commission yet to en- 
force it. 

No staff has been hired 
and no regulations have 
been written, although the 
legislation became a law 
last Oct. 15 and technically 
became effective on Jan. i. 

Congress has not appro- 
priated any mcxiey to pay 
for enforcement, but it has 
selected its four nominees 
to the Federal Election 
Commission. 

President Ford has not 
yet selected the two nomi- 
' nees that the law says will 
be chosen by tbe Presi- 
dent 

Meanwhile, presidential 
and congressional candi- 
dates are operating in a 
partial vacuum on how to 
proceed with campaign-fi- 
nance matters. 

Fred Wertheimer, vice- 
president of Common 
Cause, a citizens lobbying 
group that pushed fdr the 
new law, sees danger sig- 
nals because of the in- 
action. 

"If people don’t feel the 
law is going to be enforced, 
they’re going to go back to 
the old ways.” Mr. Wer- 
theimer said. 

The new law requires 
that candidates 'and spe- 
cial-interest groups . file 
public-disclosure reports 
by April 10. 

It is uncertain whether 
the new commission will 
be set up by that time to 
receive them. 


Funds allotted

before it even gets started. 

Congress authorized up 
to $6 million for the com- 
mission’s first fiscal year, 
which en^ June 30. Mr.

Between new and April 8, a vdiole 
passel of stars and fflimnakers will be 
glancing nervously toward Holly* 
wood, wondering wblcb among them 
will cop this year’s batch of Academy 
Awards (the 47fh annual). It’s still too 
early to guess, but the Motion Picture 
Academy of Arts and Sciences — offer 
plenty of food for thought 

Open-minded 

Most important, and least surpris- 
ing, Is the fact that proven successes 
— commercial successes — dominate 


'the list of Oscar-hopeful films. The 
two most-nominated movies are 
“Chinatown” and “The Godfather 
Part 11.” each named in U categories 
including Best Picture. Others con- 
tending fbr the top award are “Tlie 
Conversation,” “Lenny,” and “The 
lowering Inferno” — bm-office bus- 
ters, every one. 


Thus moiey-grabblng ability re- 
mains the chief qualification for Os- 
carhood. Yet the . Academy has been 
(^>en-mlnded In some other areaiL At 
least the Best Picture possfhDtUes are 
not all of a type — they Include a 
detective drama, a Mafia melo- 
drama, an eavesdropping parable, a 
epic, and a "biqplc” (Leiiny 
Bruce’s life story). Which makes for 
quite a mix of genres, despite a traidy 
emphasis on crime-and-puniahment 
tales. 

The Best Actor contenders also 
reflect the Academy’s tradltlcnal in- 
fatuation with popular favorites. Rep- 
resenting three of the Best Picture 
pictures are Jack Nicholson, A1 Pa- 
cino, and Dustin Hoffman, reigning 
screen-kings every <Hie. A more off- 
beat choice, and certainly one of the 
most appropriate, is Art Carney of 
“Harry and Tonto.” Albert Fhmey, 
aboard “Murder on the Orient Eix- 
press.” also stands a chance if anyone 
can find him under all that Belgian- 
detective makeup. 

The list of Best Actress possibilities 


is less predictable and therefore more 
interesting. Gena Rowlands, not yet 
one of the biggest stars in the world, is 
most aptly named for “A Woman 
Under the influence.” Faye Dunaway 
comes from “Odnatown,” Valerie 
Pezrinefrom “Lenny.” Ellen Burstyn 
continues on the Way Up with a 
nomination for “Alice Doesn’t Live 
Here Anymore,” and Diabann Carroll 
represents the mostly camlc “Claud- 
ine.” 

The directorial nominees are all old 
pros: John (3assavettes (“A Woman 
Under the Influence”), Francis Ford 
OappcHsL (“The Godfather Part II”), 
Bob Fosse (“Lenny”), Roman Po- 
lanski (“Chinatown”), and French 
filmmaker France^ Truffaut (“Day 
forNight").

Aeteess are Madeline Kahn (“Blazing 

Saddles”), Ingrid Bergman (“Mur- 
der on the Orient E^qnress”), Valen- 
tina Cortina Cortese (“Day for 
Night”), Diane Ladd (“Alice Doesn’t 
Live Here Anymore”), and Talia 
Shire (“Godfather n”). And for Best 
Supporting Actor, Fred Astaire (“The

C Thunderbolt and IJghtfoot' ’) . 


Less happy note 

One studio, Paramount Pictures, 
set a record this year by receiving 36 
nominations for six of its films. On a 
less happy note, the Most unfortunate 
Controve^ award must go to me 
Academy itself fbr its furar-causing 
decision to eliminate from the run- 
ning Liv Ullmazm’s splendid perfor- 
mance in Ingmar Bergnuui’s “Scenes 
From a Marriage.” on technicalities 
owing to that film’s TV origins. 

In' any event, most of this year’s 
Oscars will reflect, monetary as well 
as artistie strength — not an ideal 
situation, but perhaps inevitable in 
today’s inflationary world. The mov- 
ies have fared better than many other 
industries during the past few finan- 
cially unsteady montbs. One reason is 
its insistence on lobUng out for its 
own mterests, no matter what — even 
at Oscar time. 



Watergate’s legal taiigle 
unsnarled for laymen 


U.S. V. Richard M. Nixon: The Fteai 
Crisis, by Frank Mankiewicz. New 
York: Quadrangle /The New York 
Times Book Co. $8.95.

Watergate, in the final analysis, 
was an unprecedented constitutional 
and legal test for the United States — 
rather the stark political crisis 
perceived by the Nixon White House. 

Frank Mankiewicz has written a 
compelling and important study of 
how the very process of American 
'justice — often ponderous and slow, 
but insistent and deliberate — sexwed 
to bring the long months of Watergate 
to an end, and, as the tragic denoue- 
ment, topple a president 
In an age when the grim possi- 
bilities of misuse of big government 
are frightening, ranging from sophis- 
ticated espionage to political manipu- 
lation to sordid old-fashioned wire-

tapping, the lessons of Watergate 
stand out like neon signs for future 
presidents. The American president, 
powerful as he ri^tfuUy should be, is 
himself subject to the machinery of 
justice whenever be would abuse the 
office temporarily entrusted to his 
care. 

Liberalism noted 
Mr. Manltiewicz, as would be ex- 
pected, is no detached, impartial 
observer of the Nixon presidency. He 
is an attorney who became a pr^s 
secretary to Robert F. Kennedy. He 
wrote a syndicated Washington col- 
umn and served as nati(mal politieal 
director of Sen. George McGfovem's 
' 1972 presidential campaign. Mr. Man- 
kiewicz has long been in the forefront 
of those liberals most troubled by Mr. 
Nixon. 

. De^ite that built-in bias — perhaps 
in part because of it — Mr. Mankiew- 
icz has performed an admirable ser- 
vice in this fascinating book. The final 
crisis takes us through all the twisting 
labyrinths of the Watergate drama: 
£q>polntment of the special prosecutor 
to the “Saturday nl^t massacre,” 
the investigative role of the press, the* 
historic weeks of House Judiciary 
Committee sessions when Cemgress 
finally realized it could no longer shy 
aw^ from Its constitutional role, and 


right Into the first three months of the 
presidency of Gerald Ford. 

Mr. Maxlklewicz, unfortunately, oc- 
casionally gets in his own way. Some 
historians would likely argue the 
point that “no President” before Mr. 
Nixon had ever defied a Supreme 
Court order. Perhaps, as one ex- 
ample, recalling President Andrew 
j£Cckson*s ire at Worcester v. (3eorgla 
in 1832, when he is said to have 
grumbled: “John Marshall has made 
his decision, now let him enforce it” ) 


Doubtful implications 
And why, in this basically legalistic 
account, read so much into Mr. 
Nixon’s foreign policy as to charge 
that Mr. Nixon’s worldwide military 
alert at the height of Watergate was 
pcdltically motivated, when at least 
some evidence suggests that the Sec- 
retary of State' was instrumental In. 
instigating the alert; or, that Mr. 
Nixon “prolonged the war in Viet- 
nam” because in part that is where 
the “votes were.” 

Where Mr. Mankiewicz is on sbaxp- 
est target is in ids unraveling of the 
legal process of Impeachment. In 
retrospect it all seems so clear: the 
Watergate burglary ... the gradual, 
stepHby-step press sleutbing . . . 
drawing a web closer and closer to the 
White House ... the tapes . . . 
resignation. But, of course, as Mr. 
Mankiewicz shows, it was not like that 
at all. It was never certain, even up to 
the very end, that the constitutional 
system would prevail, or that Mr. 
Nixon would be forced to release the 
tape tiiat finally plnpcrinted his own 
involvement in Watergate for all to 
see. ' 

Mr. Manklewicz's several copters 
on the Judiciary Committee are 
particularly moving. Carefully, te- 
diously, the oommittee leadership 
avoided all. the obstacles put in its 
way by the White House to 0eck the 
committee's work and the impeach- 
em^t process. And that, we pow 
know, may have rnmte all the differ- 
ence. 

By all means, this Is an account to 
read.

The inferior speakers 
are most often placed at the side^or 
rear of the box and the qualitr 'df 
reproduction makes music-listening 
an ordeal If one has a delicate ear. 
‘Thus, the producti<xi is all-important 
on TV — the sets, the costumes, the 
acting, the direction. The music Itself 
must, of necessity, remain only a hint 
of what the real thing is like . . . until 
American TV viewers- demand that 
televisitm manufacturers improve 
audio quality.

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mingo — pantomiming, guiding, 
pushing and pulling, encouraging, 
directing, demanding as, bit by bit, 
she molds their performance to her 
concept. The stars, dressed in sweat- 
shirts and jeans, rehearse several 
scenes and then, suddenly, they are in 
costume and the same scene is beizig 
performed on stage. 

And the asides: It la just a bit 
disconcerting although very human to 
watch Resnik and - Tourangeau re- 
hearse a crouching fortune-telling 
scene and then overiiear Tourangeau 
mutter “My knees are killing me! ” as 
she stands up. 

Interspersed among ail of the re- 
hearsal and performance scenes, are 
bits of Bizet’s life — the house of tbe 
Seine in which he died believing his 
then revolutionary opera was a tell- 
ure, a history of the opera Itself and 
the time in which it was first 
presented. 

The Interaction of all these ele- 
ments makes for a fascinating special 
^out opera, about performers, about 
composers. alK>ut directors, about 
documentaries concerning opera. If, 
perhaps, the opera itself suffers in the 
process — It only points up the fact 
that the best way to see opera today is 
to see it in live performance. Mean- 
time. though. “The Dream and The 
Destiny” offers a fine temporary 
alternative.

The subtle inteziday of time, place 
and attitude make for a faadnattng 
new masterpiece theatre aeries, 
VxennaI900 — Games With Love and 
Death (PBS, Sunday, -8:30-9:30 pjn., 
check local listings for premiere and 
repeats).

being presented through all the 
various media now available that 
man is a mortal, material crea- 
ture, subject to economic fluctua- 
tions, to disasters, disease, con- 
tention, and so forth - all con- 
comitants of the erroneous theo- 
ries concerning his origin and ex- 
istence as mortal and material. 

One might say, "How can I de- 
termine my own standard of liv- 
ing when this is shaped for me by 
events and forces over which I 
have no control?" The answer is 
that our experience is determined 
eolety by our own thoughts, and if 
we view things on a more spiri- 
tual basis, ail aspects of our hu- 
man experience will also im- 
prove. 

Our determination to uphold 
and maintain our spiritual stan- 
dard of living - the only true 
standard of living - can begin 
right now, and if we hold to this 
course we will find that a fully 
adequate standard will be evi- 
denced in our human experience.

of everything necessary for rriy 
needs, and my health was per- 
fectly maintained throughout the 
whole period of nearly four years. 
Z was able in some measure to 
echo the words of Jacob when he 
said, "I have seen God face to 
face, and my life is preserved.'" 

From today's human stand- 
point, Christ Jesus\ standard of 
living might not be classed as 
very high, but what of his spiri- 
tual standard I Mrs. Eddy refers 
to him; Jesus of Nazareth was 
the most scientific man that ever 
trod the globe. He plunged be- 
neath the material surface of 
things, and found the spiritual 
cause.'" He always maintained 
this high standard, and his is the 
example we must follow if we are 
to overcome the mortal beliefs 
that would 'distract us fz^m the 
only path that can lead us to the 
goal of a true standard of living. 
This gral is the understanding of 
God, divine Truth and Love, and 
of man as His spiritual reflection, 
having all the good that contln- 
uidly flows from the Father to 
His beloved child.

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For a new African policy 


Tb» United States has promised 
Africa a ‘'new Impetus and In- 
spiration" in African policy — at 
the veiy time it has alienated 
Africa through a controversial ap- 
pointment to a key State Depart- 
ment post. 

It will be up to President Ford, 
Secretary Kissinger, and the Con- 
gress to prove through their ac- 
tions on a whole spectrum of 
African issues that they Intend to 
fulfill the promise. 

Last September Dr. Kissinger 
responded to African concern 
about Ford administration indif- 
ference with assurances that the 
U.S. would work more closely 
with African countries and take 
more public notice of them. 

Ironically, hla first major public 
notice of Africa since then has 
come in the form of a shazp 
rebuke. In a message this week to 
the Organization for African Un- 
ity (OAU) he deplored the OAU’s 
condemnation of the appointment 
of Nathaniel Davis to replace D<hi- 
ald Easum as assistant secretaiy 
of state for African adairs. 

Mr. Easum, after a number of 
years of diplomatic experience In 
Africa, had apparently wm the 
goodwill of both black and white 
Africans during his com- 
paratively brief tenure as assis- 
tant secretary. 

Mr. Davis, who is now in the 
midst of Senate confirmation pro- 
ceedings, has been apposed on 
grounds of inexperience in African 
affairs, though he is highly re- 
garded as a foreign service officer 
of «THii and commitment. What 
has particularly concerned the 
Africans Is that Mr. Davis was 
Ambassador to Chile during the 
overthrow of President Allende, 
with all the controversy about GEA 
activities at that time. *1116 con- 
gressional black caucus has asked 
that Mr. Davis’s nomination be 
withdrawn. 

However, in bis message to the 
OAU, Dr. Kissinger said that Mr. 
Davis was nominated ’’precisely 
because” he possesses "the 
breadth of view, and oompas- 
slonate understanding for a new 
approach to this vital post. " 


Hie encouraging recogniticaL of 
the African affairs post as "vital" 
will be a step forward if acted 
upon. 

There Is the American s^-in- 
terest in maintaining good ra- 
tions with sources of commodities 
and places of strategic impor- 
tance (especially, for Instance, In 
-view of recent So^et naval activ- 
ity in the Indian Ocean) . But there 
Is also the American tradition of 
support for freedom. Having offl- 
daUy welcomed the independence 
of Portugal’s most recently re- 
leased ccionles, for example, it is 
challenged to follow through now 
In matters of policy. 

Here are some of the points on 
which Africans will be watching 
the U.S. administration to define 
its policy: 

• ’Die question of aid. Will it 
continue <m the decline? 

• U.S. presence In the Indian 
Ocean. Will the U.S. in effect say 
"take it or leave it” to African 
coastal states, or will it respond to 
their concern and perhaps offer to 
discuss the matter with the Soviet 
Union? 

• Repeal of the Byrd amend- 
ment against United Nations sanc- 
tions against Rhodesia. Will the 
administration, already on record 
in support of repeal, work vigor- 
ously for It this time around? 

• policy toward Namibia 

(South-West Africa). The U.S. 
j<dned last December’s uhanl- 
mous Security Council vote calling 
qn South Africa to terminate its 
illegal ‘rule of Namibia. Will the 
U.S. this view when the 

council meets again to see 
whether South Africa’s degree of 
compliance requires further UN 
measures? 

• Commodities. Will the U.S. 
join in "floor price" and other 
agreements, which it has been 
reluctant to do? 

'These are only some of the 
matters on which Africa will all 
the more esqiect U.S. concern, 
rather than indifference, now that 
Dr. Klaslnger has promised "new 
Impetus and Inspiration." 


Rescuing the Northeast’s rails 


In broad outline, the new federal 
plan for reorganizing the North- 
east's railroads promises an im- 
proved rail picture for the region. 

It Is unthinkable that Congress 
would compound the neglect of tee 
railroads over the past three de- 
cades by letting the railroads atro- 
phy further. But infusions of tem- 
porary aid, such as the |847 mll- 
Uonln emergency funds just voted 
by the Senate to keep the Penn 
Central, Erie Lackawanna, and 
other bankrupt lines running for 
another year, are not enough to 
reverse the railroads’ decline. 

The new federal plan calls for 
the take-over of bankrupt lines by

It’s undoubtedly 
because Russian women are de- 
manding haute couture, pei^ 
fumes, and frosted coiffures that 
Brezhnev and colleagues are beat- 
ing a hasty retreat from the 
smokestacks of heavy industry, 
opening up the Soviet economy to 
consumer goods, and dhumming 
up to the capitalist West. 

This, too, is women’s Uberatioo. 
And althou^ the process of restyl- 
ing the women In China is just 
beginning — and with some resis- 
tance — who knows where It all 
will end. Eyeshadow, Miss Wu?

The plan has already stirred 
considerable 'opposition. Profit- 
able surviving rail companies 
balk at taking over unprpfltable 
lines. Communities and industries 
that would lose service are pro- 
testing. 

But the primary question about 
.Conrall is whether It will generate 
enough revenue to survive wltemt 
even more radical federal bailout 
stepsinthe future. 

The rail plan in effect acknowl- 
edges this danger and suggests 
that, should OonraU not be able to 
raise enough money out of reve- 
nues or by borrowing, the govern- 
ment might create 3ret another 
CQzporatlan to buy, own, and 
maintain the roadbeds. OonraU 
would then lease the beds from tee 
government, much as airline com- 
panies do with airports. 

Congress, In considering the raU 
reorganization plan, may well de- 
cide to skip the exerdae ot finding 
out whether the Conrall system 
will prove more viable than ear- 
lier attempts to find a profitable 
configuration for Individually un- 
profitable Uses. It could decide to 
move Immediately to the federal 
roadbed-owning stage. Or It could 
go directly to the running of a 
federal rail system such as Can- 
ada and Ehuvpe have. Such an 
operation would have to be set up 
like the postal or federal reserve 
systems, ^th a measure of auton- 
omy fxxmi Ccingress and protection 
from regional or industry pres- 
sures. 

The new Northeast raU reorga- 
nization plan is based on a con- 
fidence in the future place of 
railroads for moving freight 
people. The preponderance of fed- 
eral spending, however, still goes 
to the railroads’ chief rival, paved 
roads for trucks and autos, nie 
ConraU plan simply may not In- 
volve enoi^ federal help for tee 
roads to iedress the Imtaalahce 
and give the rails a fair chance.

In tlu meantime, hunger 
In parts of the vrarld and fuel short- 
ages In even the most tadustrlalized 
countries have caused a widespread 
readjustment of perspective. 

Granted that g^xxla are scarce, bats 
many peqpla are there to share teem, 
and how are teey presently dlvldedT 

Sui^ose all tee people on earth 
(around four bUUon) lived tax a global 
vlUage of 100. would they fare? 
Of the 100 some 70 would be unable to 
read. Only one of tee 100 would have a 
college education. Accardlng to the 
Fellowship of Reconciliation, in a 
study a year ago, of the mo vUlegers 
over 00 would be suffering from 
malnutrition, and over 80 wozld live 
In what (for lack of a better term) we 
call ’’substandard" housing. 

How about Amerleat.Zn the global 
vlUage of 100, six would live hi the 
United States. These would oon- 
sume one-third of the village's 
energy. These six would have half of 
the village’s entire Income, and the 
oteer 94 would exist on the other hall 

The 'question arises, of. course, 
whether the affluent six can live at

peace with their neighbors. Other 
Western coimtrles, including Europe 
and Japan (and ultlnmtely perhaps 
the Soviet. Union and China), are 
raising living standards, inHitenfaiJiy 
bidding up tee price of food. But the 
gap seems to be growing between the 
“have" and “have-not" nations. Pop- 
ulation tends to tncrease faster in the 
latter than in the former. Meanwhile 
the have nations presently spend 
around $200 bfUlon annually to “pro- 
tect’’ a world population most of 
whom earn less than $100 a year.

Yea, It probably will get worsen !^t 
neither the economists who dos^ 
advise the President nor the econo- 
mists who have tee ears ot the'' 
Democratic leadenhlp foresaw 'the 
rapid deterioration of the economy 
that has taken place since last au- 
tumn's economic ffummtt So for. tee 
poUtlclaiia have been doing better 
than tee economists. 

Mr. Ford,. for example, is fortunatu 
that Congress did not enact the 
gram that derived f ro m the sumndtr ' 
with its emphasis on tax Increases* 
Surely ttie econmny would have defe- 
ziorated even more raphlly if Oon- 
greu had been more eqwdttioue In 
pushing through the surtax. 

The Prosldent la also lucky that 
Oongresa did not rubber-stamp the 
program he announced In bis Btate-of- 
the-Unlon.Mesaagei Even Mr. Fo^’s 
own people now {xivately admit that 
the tax “rebate" idea was a blundw. 
In pushing much of the rebate money 
to 1875 incomes, Democratic Ways 
and Means Chairman A1 UUman hM 
corrected 'a good portion of. this 
mistake, and we atm have hopes that 
tee rest of this meaningless transfer 
payment to last year's workers win be 
moved to 1975 Incomes on the floor of 
the Senate and House. ... 

Similarly, tee ensuing debate on tee 
Ford energy proposals has been a 
plus. Mr. Ford can take peraonal 
credit for resisting a gasoline tax last 
fall when most of his advisers and 
economlstB of every stripe were in- 
veighing him to propose one. Har^ 
anyone t^es tbs idea seriously now. 
Congress, thou^, gets credit tor 
insisting on taking a Imiger look at 
Mr. Ford’s oU tariff increasea. While 


'the tariff boosts are aimed at nattninal 
security and xiot economic objectives, 
It’Ji worth teinjring a bit about whether 
this is the time to Impose Its costs on 
the economy. 

Tbe mistake . Congress " seems 
headed toward maddng is to concen- 
trate the tax .ciats in the lower Ihcome 
brockets.' This por^ reflects the 
desire by liberals to use this crisis 
period to refttstrlbute Incosnes. But It 
also flows from the idea that lower- 
income peoplehave a “)dgl\er margi- 
nal prc^nslty to ta>end." ■ 

It wsia stagje-mindedness that 
helped keep the Great Dejoeaslan 
going for a decade. First President 
Booyer in 1838. then President Roose- 
*velt in 1886, pushed flte marginal tax 
rate on corpoiate and penonal In- 
comes so. te^ they, effeettv^ 
crippled Investment J^/aa, lower 
Incomes have a higher propensity to 
spend, higher Incomes have a higher 
prcpensity to save. And saving, after 
adi; Is what investment is all - 
about, . . 

We are not paying that tile tax cuts 
should be ctaiqentrtoed on savings. If 
we did so, .we’d'be gi^tty: c< toddng 
only at the sim|dy piabtem anid not the 
demand probl^. Rather we’re say- 
ing that personal taxes should be cut 
across the beard and that insofar as 
any “benefits" go to business :they' 
should be tinrough corporate tax*rate . 
iwductl^,' not investment tax credits. 
And If the politicians in Washington 
flnaity turn bot a paefcsigs. that re-, 
fleets this broader look at the prob- 
lem, teey win have done better .than 
melr economic advisers and made aH.' 
the delays wortewhile. — Wan street 


A trilllon-dollar energy heist

The American of Archi- 

tects (Aik), based a few blocks west 
of the White House, has been engaged 
in energy esplcmage for two years. 

Disclosing its strategy for energy- 
efficient buildingB, the AlA bas blown 
the cover, 007-s|yle,-oa wbat wlU be 
the greatest htist in Mstoiiy — unless 
steps are taken against it 

All the more helnaus because it bas 
not been planned, the ^st will take 
place between now and 1890. depriv- 
ing American oonsuiners of between 
$882 billion and $1,498 billion — aver- 
aging a fa -nurm . Hils is tee bill they 
will pay for the energy which build- 
ings will waste. Heating, cooling, and 
lighting them already account for 
over a third of all enezgy used in the 
United States. 

But that is not the end of it. Unless 
dd buildings are refitted and new 
ones designed to be eaergy-effielait a 
predeeted $416 bilUoa in coital in- 
vestment wiU be heeded to generate 
tela throwaway wattage which, in 
ftimillar terms, converts to 12% mil- 
lion barrels of oil a day. 

The callous demnattlon of struc- 
turally stable and even culturally 
significant buildings, tee cheap ccxi- 
stauctlan and equtyinent of new ones 
— both are addi^ up to an Intolerable 
long-term burden on a society hit with 
unemployment, inftaticn, high inter- 
est rates, and the disorienting battle 
between, policies andpcdltlcal ^ews. 

Drawing upon tee research ctf sev- 
eral organizations, including the New 
York Stock Exchange, tee AlA also 
projects into the mid-lB80s an alarm- 
ing shortage of capital — $915 biUton. 
This means, blun^, that America is 
no longer going to be in a position to 
buy its way out of this (or any other) 
crisis, and just when It needs that 
capitd moat; that it has a miserable 
insurance p<^cy agtohat the heist it is 
shout to witness; that shrinking capi- 
tal will be Inadequate to meet the 
growing costs of depreciation and the 
growing costs of synems to produce 
tee energy it zieeA: and that Its 
leaders had better beat it over to the 
AIA right now: The Greenspaniag of

These are irtUl m 
numbers, but the dividend wajfa 
average annual returns of not lea 
than 6.8 percent and possfi^asimMl 
as 18.7 percent 

The payback period would be 10. 18 
or 16 years, taking the eountrytoun 
when total energy efficiency would be 
attained, and allowing at least a 
twofold circulation of <uq>ttai. T!r 
average payback period for tradi- 
tional utilities investment Is a ww 
ping 30 years, and America does mi 
have that long to tool around. 

Inadequate attitudes, ' not in 
adequate technology, stand in the vaj 
of a national economic and energ 
program — csie which must be p ffk - 
aged so that the formulation and 
administration of pollety loric at these 
issues as one. In reaHty, If not k 
practice, the fiscal period has been 
stretched from 865 days tOj at the vex; 
leas|L 15 years. Implementeig thaj 
kind of vision is the real znesisgeoi 
the AIA'i astute and timely surveil- 
lance of a somber situation.
